Analysis finds college 
freshmen most at risk 
to drink selves to death

WINONA, Minn. On the morning after the house 
party on Johnson Street, Jenna Foellmi and 
several other twentysomethings lay sprawled on 
the beds and couches. When a friend reached 
out to wake her, Foellmi was cold to the touch. 

The friend’s screams woke up the others still 
asleep in the house. 

Foellmi, a 20 -year-old biochemistry major 
at Winona State University, died of alcohol 
poisoning on Dec. 14, one day after she 
had finished her last exam of the semester. 
According to police reports, she had three 
beers during the day, then played beer pong— a 
drinking game— in the evening, and she downed 
some vodka too. 

Foellmi’s death was tragic, but typical in many 
ways. 

An Associated Press analysis of federal 
records found that 157 college-age people, 18 
to 23, drank themselves to death from 1999 
through 2005, the most recent year for which 
figures are available. The number of alcohol- 
poisoning deaths per year rose from 18 in 1999 
to 35 in 2005. 

Over the seven-year span, 83 of the college- 
age victims were, like Foellmi, under the 
drinking age of 21. 

“There have always been problems with 
young people and alcohol, but it just seems like 
they are a little more intense now than they 
used to be,” said Connie Gores, vice president 
for student life at Winona State. “The goal of a 
lot of them is just to get smashed.” 

A separate AP analysis of hundreds of news 
articles about alcohol-poisoning deaths in the 
past decade found that victims drank themselves 
well past the point of oblivion— with an average 
blood-alcohol level of 0.40 percent, or five 


times the legal limit for driving. In nearly every 
case, friends knew the victim was drunk and put 
him or her to bed to “sleep it off” 

Schools and communities have responded in 
a variety of ways, including programs to teach 
incoming freshmen the dangers of extreme 
drinking; designating professors to help 
students avoid overdoing it; and passing laws to 
discourage binge drinking. 

AP’s analysis of news articles found freshmen 
at greatest risk, with ii of 18 freshmen deaths 
occurring during the first semester. 

One practice — drinking 21 shots on a 21st 
birthday— has proven especially lethal. Of the 
college-age deaths that made news, ii people, 
including eight college students, died while 
celebrating their 21st birthdays. 


‘BEER PONG’ CONTROVERSY 

Connecticut’s attorney 
general isn’t happy that a 
video game called “Beer 
Pong” for the Nintendo 
Wii was rated suitable 
for children as young as 
13. Richard Blumenthal 
wants the Entertainment

yet-to-be-released game has been changed 
to “Pong Toss,” and gamemaker JV Games is

NEW YORK Domestic airlines improved their on- 
time arrival rates in May, although more than 
one in five flights still failed to get passengers 
to their destination as scheduled, according to 
government data released Monday 

A total of 21 percent of commercial flights 
in the U.S. arrived at least 15 minutes late, were 
canceled or diverted in May, according to the 
Transportation Department’s Bureau of Trans- 
portation Statistics. 

That is down from more than 22 percent of 
late flights in the same month last year and in 


BETTER BAGGAGE 

U.S. carriers also improved their baggage 
handling in May. About 4.6 passengers out of 
every 1,000 reported a mishandled bag dur- 
ing the month, compared with nearly 6 per 
1,000 a year earlier and 5 per 1,000 in April. 


April of this year. The previous month’s fig- 
ure was higher in part because American, the 
nation’s largest carrier, was forced to ground 
thousands of flights amid tighter government 
scrutiny of maintenance issues. 


The latest government figures show American 
again had the most delays, getting passengers to 
their destinations as scheduled only 67.3 per- 
cent of the time. It was followed by United Air- 
lines, the second-largest carrier, which reported 
72.4 percent of on-time arrivals, and Continen- 
tal Airlines, with 75.4 percent. 

Weather was by far the biggest cause of late 
flights in May, accounting for just over 44 per- 
cent of all delays. Only about 39 percent of flights 
were late because of weather a year earlier. 

Reported passenger complaints fell to 885, com- 
pared with 930 ayear earlier and 1,113 in April.

No rapid rollout 
for Bus Tracker 


Have you ever wondered 
about the rhyme and reason 
of the rollout of the CTA’s 
Bus Tracker? 

So far, 52 routes have 
been blessed with Bus 
Tracker, which enables 
riders to leverage Internet- 
enabled devices to visit eta 
bustracker.com and get an 
estimate of how long it will 
take before the next bus 
arrives at a specific stop. 

Even “Going Public” is 
antsy about when CTA wiU 
add my go-to routes — the 
No, 3-King Drive and No, 4- 
Cottage Grove— to the mass 
transit mix. 

After all, bus-tracking sure 
beats the old-fashioned meth- 
od of standing in the street 
searching desperately for a glimpse of bus 
headlights in the distance. 

The good news: More Bus Tracker 
routes wiU be announced this month, 
according to CTA spokeswoman Sheila 
Gregory The bad news: Gregory declined 
to specify which routes, since the agency 
is stiU finalizing details, 

rU keep my eyes peeled for any updates, 
but if my inbox offers any indication, 
some riders aren’t exactly exercising 
patience with this public transit technol- 
ogy expected to roll out on all the routes 
by 2009, 

They— and “Going Public”— wonder 
why, for once, the CTA can’t pick up the 
public transit pace with Bus Tracker, 

A faster rollout could definitely increase 


mass transit morale. Knowing 
almost precisely when a bus is 
arriving might appease riders 
boiling about bus bunching. I’d 
rather be armed with knowl- 
edge of the next bus arrival, 
even if said bus turned out to be 
three coming in a convoy 
Breathe easy bus buddies. 
There is a method to this seem- 
ing mass transit madness, at 
least according to Gregory, who 
said the CTA is selecting Bus 
Tracker routes based on the tim- 
ing of the equipment’s installa- 
tion and the scheduled retire- 
ment of older-model buses. 
Soon-to-be-retired buses will 
not be outfitted with the equip- 
ment, Gregory said, and that 
might impact the speed of your 
route going live, 

“Going Public” can certainly understand 
not expending time and energy adding 
tracking to older buses. It would be compa- 
rable to installing an expensive GPS system 
or a banging new sound system in an old 
beater headed for the junkyard. 

Also putting the brakes on progress: 
Buses need to be tested prior to the 
launch, Gregory said, 

“Because of the size of CTA’s bus fleet, a 
progressive rollout is the fastest and most 
efficient way to make bus tracker available 
to customers,” Gregory said. 

All right, all right. Perhaps we could be a 
bit more understanding about the not-so- 
rapid rollout. But let’s make a deal: How’s 
about a little action on the next-train 
front, CTA?

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Bicyclists’ battles 

Bike messengers share the road with cabs, buses, cars and 
pedestrians, and they’re not always happy about it. [ l.v. ] 

CABS 

“There’s always been 
sort of an unproclaimed 
war with bike messen- 
gers and cab drivers, 
’cause we both have 
places to go in a hurry” 
said Adam Glenn, 21, of 
Rogers Park, a former 
bike messenger who now 
delivers food on his bike. “I feel that a lot of cab drivers lack 
paying attention. They don’t check their mirrors or the side, or 
they just don’t care,” he said. 

But Steve Wiedersberg, who has been a cab driver for 25 
years, said messengers don’t adhere to the rules of the road. 

“I think they’re kamikaze pilots and not bike messengers 
because they ride so crazy in and out of traffic.” 

BUSES 

“Bus drivers, I think, 
are the best drivers on 
the road,” said Dave Ryn- 
dak, 23, ofWicker Park, 
who worked for seven 
months as a messenger 
last year. “I’ve never seen 
a bus driver lose his cool.” 
Messenger Augie 
Montes disagrees. “The amount of times buses come behind 
you and box you in because they’re trying to get to the next 
bus stop as opposed to slowing down and giving you that three 
seconds to get past that bus stop, things like that, it happens 
every day,” Montes said. 

CTAbus driver Constance Burns said she is cautious when 
driving downtown, in part because of bike messengers. 

“It’s a little stressful watching for passengers, watching for 
cabs and watching for bike messengers, and they’re really 
quick,” she said. “Sometimes they cut us off You have to really 
be attentive. It’s not that we’re being mean and {trying} to box 
them in,” Burns said. 





PEDESTRIANS 

“Pedestrians are prob- 
ably my biggest pet peeve 
because they’re on their 
phones, talking to their 
friends and not paying 
attention,” Glenn said. 

Gianna Slomka, 22, a 
publishing intern who 
lives in Uptown, said she 
looks for bikes when she crosses Michigan Avenue. 

“If you don’t want to get run over, you should watch out for 
yourself, like you do {for] cars,” she said. 



CARS 

Drivers often don’t 
check their blind spots or 
look for bicyclists, espe- 
cially when making right 
turns, Ryndak said. 

But Joel Mallet, 39, of 
Lincoln Park said he does 
pay attention to cyclists. 
‘Always when I drive my 
car. I’m more concerned about motorcycles and bicycles. I 
watch a lot in the mirror,” he said. 


Messengers dodge traffic— and 
peril— in the streets of Chicago

REDEYE 

They are the road warriors of 
Chicago streets. 

Bike messengers slice through 
traffic, clashing with drivers, bat- 
tling buses, sometimes yelling at 
cabbies and dodging pedestri- 
ans who dare to cross their path. 

Broken bones and scars are their 
badges of honor. Their armor: 
simple, speedy bicycles, messen- 
ger bags large enough to hold a 
30-pack of beer, cargo straps to 
carry boxes, dispatch radios and, 
most important of all, helmets. 

More than 300 bike messen- 
gers in Chicago work year-round 
to accomplish one important 
mission: delivering packages 
as safely and quickly as possi- 
ble. They make an estimated i.i 
million deliveries a year, most- 
ly downtown, according to the 
city’s 2015 Bike Plan, which was 
implemented in 2006. The more 
runs they make, the more money 
they earn. 

But, as they buzz along city 
streets, bike messengers ride a 
fine line between adventure and 
risk. Some drivers and pedestri- 
ans who share the road see mes- 
sengers as reckless riders who 
follow their own set of rules. 

Messengers admit to breaking traffic laws 
and riding aggressively 

‘A lot of times it’s very likely the messen- 
ger who just broke the traffic law you saw is 
delivering a document that directly affects 
your life,” said Augie Montes, 34, co-owner of 
4 Star Courier Collective and a bike messen- 
ger for eight years. 

“It’s not really about trying to be the big- 
gest badass downtown. It’s trying to get the 
job done and trying not to break your neck in 
the process,” he said. 

The job has its occupational hazards — 
including the risk of injury or even death. 

More than 6,000 crashes between bicycles 
and motor vehicles were reported in Chica- 
go between 2001 and 2005, with 30 bicyclists 
killed, according to the city’s Transportation 
Department. 


City officials are trying to 
make roads safer for all cyclists. 
In March, the City Council 
approved fines ranging from 
$150 to $500 for certain driv- 
ing violations, including turning 
left or right in front of a bicy- 
clist, passing a bicyclist with 
less than three feet of space, 
opening a vehicle door into the 
path of a bicyclist, and parking 
in a bicycle lane. 

Some bike messengers doubt 
the new laws will be enforced. 
Even so, the fines are a positive 
step, said Amy Polcaster, 20, of 
Humboldt Park. 

“It sends a message there are 
bikers in Chicago. We’re not try- 
ing to hurt anybody, but we’re 
here, and we’d like a little room 
in the street,” said Polcaster, 
who delivers food for Freshii 
catering on her bike, often haul- 
ing 50 sandwiches and 50 cans of 
pop to businesses. 

Even though the job can be 
dangerous, bike messengers 
brave blistering cold winters, 
wet springs and humid sum- 
mers because they say they love 
the job. 

“You don’t have someone 
looking over your shoulder. 
You’re not stuck in a cubicle all day,” said 
Rene Cudal, 40, a messenger for 13 years 
who lives in Noble Square and a co-owner of 
4 Star Courier Collective. 

On an average day, a bike messenger makes 
roughly 30 deliveries and clocks at least 30 
miles, messengers say They can take home 
an average of $100 a day, Cudal said. Some 
messenger companies pay commission per 
delivery, while others pay an hourly wage plus 
commission. 

The messengers defend their job, saying it’s 
not an easy one. Instead, it’s a balancing act in a 
race against time. 

“A lot of people do not really realize how 
hard it is. {They think] ‘Oh, you’re just riding 
your bike,’ ” Cudal said. “But let’s see you cut 
through this traffic and get to North Avenue 
{from Superior and Wells Streets] in seven 
minutes.” lvivanco@tribune.com

Special delivery 

Ifs not unusual for bike messengers to deliver manila 
envelopes filled with paperwork or occasional boxes. But 
the assignments can sometimes be downright strange. 

Bike messengers Rene Cudal and Augie Montes recall their 
unforgettable deliveries. 

HARDEST 

A 7-foot-long, l-foot-wide canister wrapped in pink Bubble 
Wrap weighing 50 pounds. 

“I thought I looked like Wile E. Coyote with the rocket pack on 
his back,” Cudal said. 

SMALLEST 

A postage stamp-sized Post-It with a logo. “I was worried Td 
lose it or use it as scrap paper,” Cudal said. 

CRAZIEST 

Underwear. Montes was 
called to a downtown 
hotel on Wacker Drive 
to pick up a manila 
envelope from a 
man and deliver it to a 
woman at a law firm. When 
he took the package out to deliver it, 
he noticed the envelope wasn’t sealed very well 
and had come open. “Part of what was in there 
was coming out and I went to shove it back in and 
seal the envelope when I realized it was this woman’s 
underwear,” he said. 

WEIRDEST 

Pumped breast milk. A few years ago, Montes picked up 
an envelope at a downtown law firm that had some kind of 
liquid in it. After calling his dispatcher, he found out what it 
was: breast milk. He delivered it to a nanny at an Old Town 
residence. Montes recalled his reaction at the time: “You’ve 
got to be kidding me.” [ l.v. ] 



'n'ade secrets 

Good bike messengers don’t need to rely on Google or Map- 
quest to find their destination. They know every street and 
alley downtown and the fastest way to get from Point A to 
Point B. 

Best downtown routes 

» LaSalle Street is convenient if riding a bike because the 
lights are timed so cyclists can coast through six blocks with- 
out hitting a red light, said Adam Glenn, who delivers food on 
his bike. 

» Lower Wacker Drive, Lower Michigan Avenue and Lower 
Randolph Street are quick, direct routes without many cars 
and can keep cyclists dry, messengers say. 

» Milwaukee and Elston Avenues are good routes because 
they run diagonally and have dedicated bike lanes, said for- 
mer messenger Amy Polcaster. 

Streets to avoid 

» Michigan Avenue during rush hour and Wabash Avenue, 

Glenn said. 

» The triple intersection of Grand and Milwaukee Avenues 
and Halsted Street, because of traffic and road conditions, 
said messenger Augie Montes. The potholes make roads look 
like “well-used minefields,” he said. 

» Streets under construction, messengers said. 

» Bridges can be troublesome and can cause you to fishtail 
if slippery. “When it’s raining or snowing, the metal bridges in 
the city can be extremely unforgiving,” Glenn said. [ l.v. ] 
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Weapons 
cache, toxin 
lead to arrest

A Lake in the Hills man who was arrest- 
ed after ordering a deadly pufferfish toxin 
had a cache of weapons in his home and 
was named as the beneficiary of a $5 mil- 
lion life insurance policy on his wife, pros- 
ecutors said Monday 

Federal prosecutors also said the wife, 
Rebecca Bachner, was the intended target 
in 2005, when her husband, Edward Bach- 
ner IV, sent out e-mails soliciting a hit man 
to carry out the “permanent retirement” of 
a 32-year-old woman. 

Bachner, 35, was charged last week with 
the illegal possession of the deadly neuro- 
toxin tetrodotoxin. 

Federal prosecutors said the life insur- 
ance policy had a terrorism rider, which 
would pay Bachner an additional sum if his 
wife were killed by a terrorist act. Prosecu- 
tors declined to say when the policy was 
taken out. At a U.S. District Court hear- 
ing in Rockford, U.S. Magistrate Judge P. 
Michael Mahoney called Bachner’s behav- 
ior “unpredictable” and ordered that he be 
held without bail. 

During searches of the couple’s home 
that began with a June 30 raid, authori- 
ties found two passports — one of them 
expired— phony Central Intelligence 
Agency credentials and weapons that 
included a Clock 9 mm pistol, five garrotes 
and 50 knives, said Asst. U.S. Atty Mark 
Karner. 

Authorities said Bachner, posing as a 
researcher, had been ordering the tox- 
in from a California company since 2006 
in doses large enough to kill 100 people. 
Another order from a New Jersey company 
was intercepted by the FBI, which set up 
an undercover delivery to Bachner before 
he was taken into custody, authorities said.

CPD, city honor 
Richard Francis, who 
died in line of duty

The police officers stood in dress wool 
uniforms in stifling heat and held their 
formation under threat of drenching rain. 

As a measure of the dedication to a 
police officer who died in the line of 
duty, the governor of Illinois and mayor 
of Chicago also waited in the heat as the 
measured pageantry of an official funeral 
unfolded Monday 

On a day in which police officers were 
praised by their chaplain for being the 
“barbed wire between the sheep and the 
wolves,” a department and a city honored 
slain Officer Richard Francis, 60, with 
pipes and drums, rifle salutes and an escort 
of mounted officers. 

As a police honor guard lifted the casket, 
neighbors lined the street and watched 
from porches until the Northwest Side 
street around St. Monica Catholic Church 
looked like a somber reviewing stand. 

“We often take our police officers for 
granted until something like this hap- 
pens,” Mayor Daley said, his voice carried 


WHAT HAPPENED 

Early last Wednesday, Richard Fran-

onto the street by loudspeakers outside 
the church. “His death is a sad reminder of 
the gratitude we owe the men and women 
of the Chicago Police Department.” 

Eight officers carried the polished 
wooden casket, the hush as they moved 
broken only by clipped commands, the 
precise clicks of their heels and sniffles 
from Francis’ family 
“People get up and they say, ‘He gave 
his life in the line of duty’ ” police chaplain 
Rev Thomas Nangle said during the funer- 
al mass. “He didn’t. It was taken.” 

The seeming senselessness of the act— 


which came as Francis was nearing retire- 
ment-served to underscore in general 
the dangers police officers face even on 
predictable calls for help, and cast a spot- 
light in particular on the dedication Fran- 
cis brought to 27 years as a beat cop. 

During the mass, Daley noted the 35 
commendations Francis received. Supt. 
Jody Weis praised the fallen officer as “a 
wagon man” who drove a squadrol wagon 
to help quell bar fights, riots and other 
late-night disturbances. 

“He would always answer, no matter 
what the call was,” Weis said, tying Francis’ 
devotion to the risks all officers take on. 

At least 500 officers lined up in the park- 
ing lot as the services came to a close. The 
green-kilted Emerald Society pipe band 
played a patriotic medley A pair of buglers 
playing taps followed them, and then came 
three rifle volleys so sudden they startled the 
horses lined up near the waiting gray hearse. 

When asked to express their thoughts 
on the ceremony, many in uniforms said 
they didn’t know how. 

“I’m not sure how I could even explain 
it,” said Robert Cribben, a Chicago fire- 
fighter since 1988. After a moment, he had 
an answer.

However, a league source said that while 
representatives of the NHL met with the 
Mayor’s Office, Bettman and Daley were 
not present. Hawks officials couldn’t con- 
firm the decision has been made, saying 
the league will make the announcement, 
which could be made in conjunction with 
the beginning of the inaugural July 18-20 
Blackhawks Convention at the Chicago 
Hilton. 

“We’re hopeful it happens, but that 
has to come out of the league office,”

The league had hoped to hold the Win- 
ter Classic in Yankee Stadium as the ven- 
ue’s final event, but myriad logistical prob- 
lems prevented it. The Wings were initially 
reluctant to play the game in Chicago on 
New Year’s Day because the team tradi- 
tionally has a home game Dec. 31 and it also 
would like to host an outdoor game. 

“If it happens, it would be awesome,” 
Hawks winger Patrick Kane said last 
month. “Ydu want to talk about history, you 
have the Hawks and Wings — two Origi- 
nal Six teams at Wrigley Field— it probably 
doesn’t get any more historic than that.”

Rodriguez’s attorney in Miami, Ira Elegant said 
he had not reviewed the divorce petition, but he 
added: “As you know, anyone can pay the filing fee 
and make allegations.” 

Days before the filing, stories linking Rodri- 
guez and Madonna began to surface, including an 
Us Weekly report last week saying that Rodriguez 
made several late-night visits to Madonna’s apart- 
ment in New Y^rk. 

Madonna, who is married to filmmaker Guy 
Ritchie, denied any romantic involvement with 
Rodriguez in a statement Sunday 

“I am not romantically involved in any way with 
Alex Rodriguez,” the statement said.

Beck collaborates 
with Danger Mouse on 
8th major-label album

Several months ago, Beck Hansen ful- 
filled a promise he’d made to himself: to 
archive the heap of personal recordings in 
his closet. It was a chore that reacquainted 
him with the performer he had been ear- 
ly in his career and the artist he has since 
become, and as he wandered through 
more than a decade’s worth of unreleased 
music, he found himself feeling nostalgic, 
relieved and occasionally mortified, 

“It is a bit random, what ends up getting 
released and what stays in the can,” Beck, 
who is known by his first name, said in his 
So-Cal drawl, “Some of it’s embarrassing, 
and some of it’s better than you thought. 
Some of it should be burned,” 

He compared his unreleased songs to 
planes on a runway some waiting to take 
off and some that never will, and mar- 
veled at the many unexplored destina- 
tions where his muse might have led him, 
“There’s so many directions things 
could have gone,” he said. 

The paths taken and not taken have 
brought him to another valedictory point 
in his mercurial career. On Tuesday, his 
38th birthday. Beck will release “Mod- 
ern Guilt,” his eighth major-label studio 
album. It is his first collaboration with 
Danger Mouse, the DJ and producer who 
is half of the funk-rock group Gnarls Bar- 


kley and his final release under the record- 
ing deal that began with Beck’s 1994 break- 
through, “Mellow Gold,” The completion 
of his contract with DGC Records could 
be a climactic event, occurring as the music 
industry continues to implode. Beck could 
now seek a new deal with a major label, an 
indie or a concert promoter, or he could go 
it alone. Or his label could decide not to 
sign him again, 

“I haven’t bothered to plan anything,” 
he said, “I don’t know where the record 
business is going to be in six months. Or 
three months,” 

Working with Danger Mouse (whose 
real name is Brian Burton) on “Modern 
Guilt,” Beck hoped their mutually eclec- 
tic musical tastes would yield a set of songs 
that were upbeat but stripped down, exu- 
berant without being overthought. Their 
first sessions, in December, yielded two

complete songs in two days. 

Beneath the catchy, minimalist beats 
Burton provided, and some backing 
vocals from Chan Marshall (better known 
as Cat Power), the 10 tracks on “Modern 
Guilt” share a mood of dismissiveness 
and denial. 

Beginning with the first line of the 
first song, “Orphans” (on which Beck 
sings, “I think I’m stranded but I don’t 
know where”), the album’s lyrics fre- 
quently evoke a kind of beat-your-head- 
against-the-wall frustration, complete 
with images of walls that fall down on you 
and seas that swallow you up. The brev- 
ity of “Modern Guilt”— only two songs 
are longer than four minutes, and sev- 
eral end abruptly around the three-min- 
ute mark— was deliberate. Beck said, “I 
wanted everything to be really concise, 
over before you’re done with it,”

‘Burn Notice’ wins over fans 
with mix of action, comedy 
and star’s deadpan charisma 

Los Angeles Daily News 

Jeffrey Donovan works 14 hours a day, five days a week on his hit 
show “Burn Notice,” but he’s not complaining, 

“I just love that I get to play a spy Fm like James Bond in Ameri- 
ca,” said Donovan, who stars as the unflappable Michael Westen, a 
former CIA agent fighting desperately for his career, “"You know, I 
could never be this cool in real life,” 

In the show’s first season, Wes ten received a “burn notice,” mak- 
ing him a very unwanted man. With his assets frozen, Wes ten was 
stranded in his hometown of Miami, where his best hopes for 
rebooting his career lie in two people he can’t quite trust— Fio- 
na (Gabrielle Anwar), his gun-crazy ex-girlfriend, and Sam (Bruce 
Campbell), a former spook who once sold him out. 

To make ends meet, he takes on cases like any smaU-potatoes pri- 
vate detective would. And the spy isn’t so cool or guilt-free that he 
won’t answer the pleas of his nagging mother (Sharon Gless), who 
doesn’t understand why her boy can’t be more doting to her even 
when he’s busy blowing things up, 

“Burn Notice” debuted last summer on USA Network, where it 
averaged 4 million viewers, a solid tally by cable standards. Viewers 
were won over by the mix of action, comedy and the Miami loca- 
tion, not to mention Donovan’s deadpan charisma as Westen as he 
explained inside-baseball tricks of the spy trade to viewers in droU 
voice-over narration, 

“We fight for a balance {where} you are drawn to maybe the action 
sequences and spy stuff, but you get hooked on really becoming 
involved with Fiona and Sam, and Michael and mom,” Donovan said, 
“If you care about them, that brings you back {to watch more epi- 
sodes}, But the initial interest might be that you’re watching a spy 
{who} gets to, you know, beat up bad guys and create bombs out of 
toasters,” 

Donovan attributes the show’s success to creator Matt Nix, 

“He’s the one who came up with the idea of a guy who was Mac- 
Gyver-esque, but you actually believed he could do those things,” 
Donovan said, “Everything that we do in the show, you actually can 
make at home. Matt keeps a couple of ingredients out of the bombs 
just so no one {watching}, you know, blows up little Timmy” 

As Season 2 begins, Michael meets the operative who’s been pull- 
ing his strings: A woman calling herself “Carla” (Tficia Heifer of “Bat- 
tlestar Galactica”), who issues edicts to Michael that he dares ignore 
only under penalty of death, 

“I’ve only actually unfortunately gotten to work with her for, like, 
a day,” Donovan said, “I wish I had her agent,” 

Indeed, in the first two episodes of the new season. Heifer has lit- 
tle screen time. Still, Donovan can’t stop enthusing about his new 
co-star: “She’s wonderful. She’s beautiful. She’s really smart. If she 
wasn’t already married, she’s marriage material,” 

Asked if Heifer’s character might supplant Anwar’s as Michael’s 
romantic foil, Donovan said, “I hope so. She’s hot,” 

But Donovan doesn’t think we’ve seen the end of the dysfunction- 
al relationship between Michael and Fiona, 

“That’s a crazy relationship that’s going to go left, right and all 
around, and it’ll be exciting,” he said, “Some {scripts} I actually don’t 
read until I get on the {set that} day, just so I can see what crazy thing 
she’s going to do to me,”

Twice as much fun? 


Twin pregnancies— like Jolie’s— are complicated, doctors say

A horde of paparazzi are the least 
of Angelina Jolie’s worries these 
days. It’s not easy giving birth to 
twins. 

Jolie has been hospitalized for 
a week in the seaside Len- 
val Hospital in Nice, 
on the French Riv- 
iera. The actress 
is under doctors’ 
watch before she 
gives birth. Doc- 
tors say that’s not a 
bad strategy 

“The risk of nearly every- 
thing you can think of in 
pregnancy is increased with 
twins,” said Dr. Virginia Beck- 
ett, an obstetrician-gynecologist 
and spokeswoman for Britain’s 
Royal College of Obstetricians and 
Gynecologists. 

Mothers pregnant with twins have 
higher chances of miscarriage, stillbirth. 


high blood pressure and diabetes. Beckett charac- 
terized women expecting twins as “a particularly 
worrying group of patients.” 

Twins also are more likely than single-born 
babies to have chromosomal or genetic abnormal- 
ities, since early diagnosis of these problems is dif- 
ficult. 

While there is little that can be done to change 
your genetics, women pregnant with twins cope 
with the physical strain on their bodies better if 
they are healthy and fit. 

“I assume Angelina doesn’t have a problem with 
that,” Beckett said. 

More than half of all twins are born early, which 
may explain Jolie’s early check-in. Jolie has previ- 
ously said the twins were due in August. 

At a news conference last week at the hospital, 
Jolie’s doctor said the actress would give birth “in 
the weeks to come.” Dr. Michel Sussmann said 
Jolie, 33, was doing fine but had checked in to be 
kept under observation. 

Doctors aren’t entirely sure whether a natural 
delivery or a Caesarean section is better for twins; 
an international twin birth study is still ongoing to 
investigate that question. 


In a natural delivery, monitoring the twins 
externally is hard. Labor is generally straightfor- 
ward until the second twin arrives. 

Once the first twin is out, there is more room 
for the second twin to maneuver. That extra room 
may be problematic since it could allow the sec- 
ond twin to get into difficult positions, including 
a breech birth. 

Doctors might recommend a Caesarean sec- 
tion if a woman has high blood pressure, if there 
is a risk of delivering early, or if previous deliveries 
have had complications. 

Women also are more likely to have a Caesare- 
an section if they have had one previously Jolie’s 
youngest daughter, Shiloh, was delivered by Cae- 
sarean section. 

Jolie’s arrival at the hospital ahead of her deliv- 
ery date could mean she has some health prob- 
lems doctors want to monitor. 

Still, Beckett said Jolie might be perfectly 
healthy, and said that some women chose to check 
into medical facilities even with no impending 
problems. 

“Maybe Angelina just needs a break from every- 
thing,” she suggested.

Todd McFarlane’s “Spawn” comic book 
has achieved a superhuman feat that not 
many creator-owned comics have: It’s 
remained a popular title and expanded 
into other forms of 
entertainment. 

Several years ago, 

McFarlane decided 
to create a comic- 
book hero of his 
own, one that would 
be equal in popular- 
ity to those he had 
written and drawn 
for other compa- 
nies, including Spi- 
der-Man, Hulk and 
Batman, 

With that in mind, 
he created the occult 
anti-hero Spawn, a 
former CIA agent 
who gains his abili- 
ties after making a 
deal with a demon. 

Since Spawn’s first 
comic-book appear- 
ance in 1992, McFar- 
lane has pushed the character into an ani- 
mated HBO series, a movie, video games 
and an extensive line of toys, McFarlane also 
has setup a Web site, spawn.com, that offers 
daily updates on the “Spawn” universe. 

After a few years of pursuing other 
interests in his McFarlane Compa- 
nies, he is relaunching the comic-book 
“Spawn” with the help of veteran writer 
Brian Holguin and fan-favorite artist 
Whilce Portacio, 

In Issue No, 185, the character Spawn 
will be “turned on a dime,” McFarlane told 
me at Wizard World Chicago, He hopes 
that this new direction beginning in Octo- 
ber will engage new readers and remind 
fans that Spawn is alive and well, 

McFarlane and his team already have plot- 
ted out the first 15 issues of the new “Spawn” 
with an eye toward Issue No, 200 — a mile- 
stone number for any comic book. 

When asked about Spawn’s longevity 
McFarlane said the character’s success was

in part due to the fact that he had the “lux- 
ury of time” to develop the character and 
build a following for the book. As one of the 
co-founders of Image Comics, McFarlane 
was able to create

ing to worry about a 
large payoff in sales 
like other comic 
companies must, 
McFarlane said he 
believes the pursuit 
of instant success is 
hurting not only the 
comic book industry, 
but also other artis- 
tic industries, 

‘The way the 
music industry is 
running right now, 
there would not be 
{the} Rolling Stones,” 
McFarlane said, 
“because the first two 
albums didn’t work. 

It was the third and 
the fourth albums {that became hits}, 

“%u can’t do that now; you’d be out 
of the industry if your first two records 
don’t hit,” 

While he won’t dismiss the importance 
of sales of “Spawn” entirely, he is insulat- 
ing the creative team from those con- 
cerns, allowing them to simply work on 
telling good stories —giving them “time to 
cook the stew,” as McFarlane put it. Hope- 
fully the audience will enjoy the stew and 
Spawn will continue to endure,
